upon the Heart of a Sinner, before he is Light 
in the Lord; and the like may be obſerved in. 
the Dealings of Providence to a Perſon or a 
People. When the [/aelites fay, God hath 
ſhewn us Light, it manifeſtly implies that they 
had been in Darkneſs, i. e. as explained, in 
Adverſity and Trouble; and this was truly the 
Caſe.

It is no where written in the 
Law of Burnt- offering, that the Sacrifice is thus 
to be bound, nor is any Inſtance of ſo doing 
expreſly recorded.
